‘Literature’ Instruction Is 
Topic of School Board Here 


Ability to read rapidly may 
be valuable in acquiring in- 
formation, but this does not 
rule out the appreciation of 
literature which sometimes re- 
quires contemplation. 

This was emphasized ‘Tues- 
day night by members of the 
faculty of the Menlo Park 
School District, reviewing the 
district’s literature program 
for the upper grades. 

And also, it was pointed out, 
teaching an appreciation for 
good books is sometimes made 
difficult by social and home 
influences. 

The report was delivered by 
a panel consisting of William 
Fisher, district curriculum 
director; Mrs. Naomi Knight,

An appreciation of literature 
|can be encouraged in infancy, 
she said, by parents who read 
to children, take them to the 
library, and otherwise work to 
make them feel at home with 
literature. 
| Mrs. Smith explained some 
of the classroom attitudes 
which help. Youngsters 
shouldn’t be “rushed” into 
literature, she said, and chil- 
| dren should be encouraged to

‘Sees ‘New’ Mountains: Prof. Vucir 


Robert Brown, Menlo Park 
geologist, recently returned to 
McMurdo station after three 
menths of exploring a moun- 
tain range so remote it was 
never known before last year, 

He was a member of a six- 
man team composed of four 
| geologists, a glaciologist and a 
| topographic engineer, all of 
|the U.S. Geological Survey, 
|which conducted the first 
probe deep into the Patuxent 
| Range of the Pansacola Moun- 
tains, 300 miles from the South 
Pole and 1100 miles from Mc- 
Murdo Station. 

The 7000-foot mountains 
which jut 3000 feet above 
the surrounding Antartic ice 
cap, were photographed for 
the first time during the 
1961-62 Antarctic summer 
season, 

The party of which Brown 


was a member was airlifted to 
this isolated area. 

Using a wood and canvas hut 
as a base camp, the men rang- 
ed as far as 70 miles from their 
base on three motor tobog- 
gans. 


They camped in tents while 
remaining away from their 
base for as long as a month at 
a time. 

The Pensacolas are a source 
of geological interest because 
they apparently lie near the 
junction of Antarctica’s two 
great mountain chains, Brown 
reported. 


Geologists in the party map- 
ped the geology of the area, 
studied surface materials and 
investigated the relationships 
between the Patuxent range 
and other mountains to the 
east and the northwest.

‘Nationalism Noted as Force 
In Communist Areas of World 


Nationalism remains a po 
tent force within the commu- 
nist bloc, a Menlo Park his- 
torian said Sunday. 

Addressing the 1963 Stan- 
ford conferences in Orange 
County and Los Angeles, Stan- 
ford Professor Wayne S. Vuci- 
nich said communist countries 
pow treat each other more as 


monolithic empire. 


But he added: “The cohesion 
of the communist camp re- 
mains dependent on Soviet 
military power. As long as this 
is the case, American policy 

. must be based on the as-| 

sumption that the world center 
of communist power continues 
to lie in Moscow.” 

China, Yugoslavia and Al- 
bania have displayed the 
most assertive brand of na- 
tionalism within the bloc, he 
noted. In each of these coun- 
tries, local communist par- 
ties conducted their own rev- 
olution and developed their 
own party cadre. 

the Soviet Union 
must exhort and even negoti- 
ate with them,” said Vucinich, 
who resides at 3 Cotton Place. 
“There is a tendency on Mos- 
cow’s part to deal with commu- 
nist states less in terms of idi- 
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logical and more in terms of 
pragmatic considerations—that 
is, in terms of what best serves 
the interests of the Soviet Un- 
ion.” 

Russia no longer bases its 
claim to leadership of the com- 
munist bloc on senority, or be- 
ing the state most experienced 
in “building socialism.” In- 
stead, Moscow cites its advanc- 
ed stage of economic develop- 
ment as the main reason why 
it should be “first among 
equals” atop the communist 
pyramid, he noted. 

While some experts believe 
differences in economic devel- 
opment may account for the 
current Sino-Soviet disputes, 


‘Vucinich said it is ‘far more 
Likely” these differences stem 


from “traditional big power ri- 


‘valry and the very nature of 


totalitarian governments” 
which are uncompromising, 
possessed by a messianic mis- 
sion, and under compulsion to 
expand.

‘Truth in Packaging’ 
Can Apply to Politics 


From Senator Clair Engle’s office in Washington, we 
learn that the Senator is sponsoring a “Truth in Packaging” 
bill designed to let prospective purchasers know the net 
weight of the contents, “without embellishment.” 

This, the Senator says, will eliminate such absurdities 
as phrases like, “giant half quart.” 

Good. Fine. 


In the newspaper business we employ a few advertis- 
ing copywriters ourselves; we realize that they sometimes 
get carried away. They like to refer to a“pound” as “one 
full pound” and the like. 

The Senator is following a course pioneered by Ameri- 
can legislators hundreds of years ago, too. He's formulat- 
ing a law against an existing practice. The statute books 
of the nation, state, county and city are full of such laws — 
so many, in fact, that the phrase, “all previous laws or parts 
of laws in conflict herewith are hereby repealed,” is auto- 
matically included in any new piece of legislation. (Law- 
makers realize that they've already created such a jumble 
of verbiage that they can’t unscramble or correct it.) 

We have no quarrel with requiring a simple factual 
statement of weights and measures on packages, but a sim- 
pler, more effective and in the long run more beneficial 
approach would be to teach people to read. 

Maybe not only read, but also think about what the 
words they read actually say. 

There’s really nothing wrong with a phrase like, “giant 
half quart” on a label if all readers understand its mean- 
ing perfectly. We could all have our laughs and buy the 
“itsy-bitsy half quart” on the shelf next to it, if we wanted to. 

But rather than penalize the packagers of goods, why 
not educate people to be a little analytical about the mean- 
ings of words and phrases? 

They'd be able to sift out the meaningless drivel which 
creeps into advertising. They might even get to the point 
where they can analyze, for factual meaning, a political 
speech. 

Maybe that’s why Senator Engle’s new law is aimed at 
the packaging industry. 

Aimed at the political industry, a “truth in statement 
of content” law would be revolutionary. And not likely to 
pass, either. 


Once Again, Motor Vehicle 
People Perform as Usual 


Date for filing to renew automobile licenses in Cali- 
fornia passed early this month. As usual, the Feb. 4 closing 
date was noted with the issuance of the usual warnings 
about “penalties” issued by the department of motor ve- 
hicles and as usual, there was absolutely no mention what- 
ever of any intention on the part of the DMV to reform. 

As every automobile owner knows, he’s annually sub- 
jected to a stint of waiting in line and the need for buying 
his new registration certificate with cash rather than a 
check. 

From Sacramento come press releases altering in tone 
from self pity to righteous triumph. In one, the understaffed 
offices of the DMV become torture chambers for over- 
worked employees; in the next, this marvellous organization 
has once again succeeded in getting all of the cars in the 
state re-registered, and fees attendant thereto collected 
and counted. 

Nowhere in the whole stupid business is it mentioned 
that the work load could be spread over 12 months, rather 
than concentrated in one, if somebody in authority were 
to decide the re-registering autos should be done that way. 
This would cut the length of waiting lines to one-twelfth 
of their present length — which means, they'd be eliminated 
entirely. 

The ban against presenting a check in a Department 
of Motor Vehicles office is another item of stupidity which 
is hard to reconcile with facts. 

If you send your application for vehicular re-registra- 
tion to Sacramento, your check will be accepted. But you 
can’t hand that kind of money across a counter, in person, 
at a local office. 

Why? Checks are usually acceptable in the course of 
normal trading. The DMV has an ironclad hold on the 
person who would present a “bad” check — they can cancel 
the registration on his car and he can’t drive it or sell it 
without going through a whole lot of rigamarole. 

We don’t expect the motor vehicle people to reform 
but a little consideration for the public is simple little 
things lik scheduling registration renewals through the 
year and maybe treating check-writers (that’s most of us ) 
like some-hing better than the shabbiest sort of criminals 
would be steps in the right direction.

Monorail Plan Studied

a monorail line that would run 
from San Francisco to Palo 
Alto, with service to and from 
all Peninsula points.

Lawyers, 
County 
Squabbled 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 
years ago this week, the fol- 
lowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub 
lished, were news in the 
young community. 


February 11, 1938: 


James T. O’Keefe Sr., Red- 
wood City attorney and a resi- 
dent of this city, this week 
threatened to bring before the 
San Mateo County Bar Associa- 
tion an incipient row between 
attorneys and County Clerk 
William Augustus. 

O’Keefe warned Augustus 
the San Mateo county clerk’s 
office was failing to provide 
attorneys with necessary legal 
blanks. He said the clerks of 
both San Francisco and Santa 
Clara counties supplied the re 
quisite forms without cost. 

“Every time we file a com- 
plaint,” O’Keefe said, “We pay 
a fee of $7. One dollar goes to 
‘the law library, the rest to the 
county. The least they could do 
is provide us with the requis- 
ite forms.”

sibly the service—to where and 
how often. The promoters of 
monorail claim they can build 
the planned system for $80 
millions; BARTD figured the 
Peninsula service line would 
cost $234 million. 

The elevated rail system al- 
most surely would have to 
come down a line easily 
reached by the commuting pub- 
lic. Could they make a deal 
with Southern Pacific, or 
would they be forced to head 
for the hills (heaven forbid!) 
or to the bay alongside the 
‘freeway? There would be high 
cost of parking areas at each 
station. Would these be free 
to the train users? 

Commuters, you know, ex- 

pect and get free parking 
now in cities while using the 
SP. The fact that they pay 
parking costs all day in San 
Francisco doesn‘t seem to 
bother them; but here it has 
to be free. The friendly SP 
just might be willing to ne- 
gotiate for a right-of-way for 
monorail if it continues to 
complain about losing money 
all the time on the Peninsula 
service. 

We have had our doubts 
about monorail ever since we 
visited the World’s Fair in 
Seattle last spring. 

The short run from down- 
town Seattle to the fairgrounds 
was so short it may not be fair 
to say, in our opinion, it would- 
wt be feasible for Peninsula 
commute service. The rides 
seemed suited for a short-run 
resort service but not for ev- 
eryday runs of 30 miles with 
speeds up to 80 miles an hour. 

We just had to think of the 
Seattle system more as a merry- 
go-round ride rather than a 
means of travel between dis- 
tant points. We know others 
who visited Seattle who 
thought it was good for all 
types of service; others agreed 
‘with us. 

Supervisor William M. Wer- 
der, who heads a county rapid 
transit committee that has 
been studying a tie-in with the 
‘BARTD plan in San Francisco, 
said it is too early to comment 
ion the monorail plan. He said 
his group woud welcome an 
fopportunity to study the plans 
as soon as they are ready. 

The only thing we can do 
now is wait and see what of- 
ficials of the New York firm 
come up with. It should be 
interesting — interesting that 
is if the talk ever becomes 
more than just talk.

Editor, the Recorder: 

We of the Redwood City Ministerial Association join 
with the many others in the community in expressing con- 
cern for the final resolution of the Sequoia Union High 
School District boundary realignment. First, we commend 
the persons and groups who have carefully pursued the 
issues and proposed positive alteratives when the tendency 
is to react with little preparation and much emotion. 

Second, we commend the Board for the criteria it has 
established as the basis for resolving the boundary ques- 
tion: 1) the degree of overcrowding; 2) the current use of 
existing facilities; 3) the distance students must travel; 4) 
the cost of bus transportation; 5) the extent of major traffic 
hazards on student routes; 6) the social, economic and 
ethnic composition of student bodies; and 8) minimizing 
the effect of boundary changes upon pupils. 

Third, we regret that controversy often serves as the 
sole stimulus for public attention to the problems and de- 
cisions of public education.

In 
order to exercise our rights of participation with responsi- 
bility at points of controversy, we must be willing to keep 
ourselves informed of the ever-present but often less con- 
troversial issues of education.

Conferences Here to Stay 


Late last week, City Manager 
John R. Johnson and City Ad- 
ministrative Assistant Michael 
Bedwell attended a conference. 

The week before that, City 
Planner Robert Ironside at- 
tended a conference. 

The same weekend, the Re- 
corder’s publisher attended a 
convention. 

There will be thousands of 
eonferences, conventions and 
‘workshops throughout the 
year, and throughout the coun- 
try, concerned with just about 
every phase of public and pri- 
vate business. 

Just about everybody who 
occupies a decision-making 
position is called upon, once 
or twice a year, to attend a con- 
ference of some sort. And be- 
vond this, there are the “me- 
chanical exhibitions” and “new 
products displays” which are 
set up to lure the attention of 
journeymen in the various 
trades. They’ too, of course, 
must be able to become ac- 
quainted with the gadgets 
they’re going to have to use 
when the present ones wear 
out. 

One is tempted to wonder 
.f all the meetings pay off in 
performance later on. 

It would seem that, usually, 
they do. 

Most of the conferences in- 
clude a series of meetings 
known as “technical sessions” 
et which problems applying to 
2 given specialty are discussed. 

At the Anaheim conference 
attended by Ironside, for in- 
stance, much discussion was to 
be had on the difference of 
point of view between private- 
ly employed and publicly-em- 
ployed planners, 


To one not acquainted with

the intricacies of the business, 
it might seem that the differ- 
ence is small enough; both 
kinds are trained at the same 
schools, subscribe to the en- 
forcement of the same laws 
and standards, and seek to set 
things up with an eye to the 
future. 

The similarity ends there, 
however, a review of discus- 
sions indicates. 

The privately-hired planner 
1s concerned with doing a job 
which is apt to result in the 
best possible monetary return 
for his employer—the above- 
mentioned laws and standards 
kept in mind. 

The public agency function- 
ary is apt to find himself oper- 
ating on a more idealistic, eso- 
teric plane—he’s apt to find 
himslef thinking in terms of 
“the ideal city of the future.’ 

It’s only et conferences that 
these points of view can be 
brought face to face, with re- 
sulting discussion hopefully 
making for better working re- 
lationships in the future 

Ironside reports—as most 
conference-goers do—that the 
best information and the great- 
est amount of knowledge is 
gained not in the formal ses- 
sions, but in the discussions 
which occur informally. 

It turns out that in just a- 
bout every line of business, 
somebody else has already en- 
‘countered the same problem 
that is a current bedevilment 
to somebody else. 

In the case of public employ- 
ees, this may include even such 
trivia as dealing with a tele- 
phonic pest, or how to deal 
with the “responsible develop- 


er” who wants to get a couple 


‘of more dwelling units onto a 


lot, than the law entitles him 
to. 

Manifestly, everybody has a 
set of ancedotes to relate about 
“minor problems I’ve encoun- 
tered and how I solved them,” 
but the right man with the 
right answer to the appropriate 
problem seldom is to be found 
in a formal meeting. You have 
to ferret him out in the hall- 
way. 

Advice concerning mechan- 
ical equipment, too, is easier 
to come by in informal meet- 
ings than in formal sessions. 

As as example, Johnson re- 
calls that at one city manager’s 
meeting a couple of years ago, 
the characteristics of various 
automobiles used for police 
work, was discussed. 

You can discuss this in a for- 
mal session; weights, gas mile- 
age, acceleration and other 
specifications can be com- 
pared. 

But in the hallway, Johnson 
said, he learned from other 
city administrators that one 
make of vehicle seemed to 
wear out sets of brakes faster 
than the others; another make 
‘has upholstery that didn’t hold 
up very well, and so forth. 

This is the sort of “dirty 
linen” auto manufacturers 
would rather not have washed 
in public; it is well, however, 
‘that the information gets pass- 
ed around. 

The same sort of thing goes 
on at the private industry con- 
ferences. 

As was said before, it appar- 
ently pays for all the time 
spent by the participants.

Hey, let me out of hen... Please?

It’s a different sort of a world at the end of Steinberger 
Street, next to Bayshore freeway and across the street from 
an abandoned tannery, in Redwood City. 

It’s a world of animals. 

For at that location, there’s the South San Mateo 
county headquarters of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals. 

It’s a building devoted to the welfare of the creatures 
who, through no fault of their own, seem to need of place 
of refuge. 

--Stray dogs. 

—Homeless cats. 

—A deodorized skunk who was taking the air and 
alarmed neighbors who called the police. 

—Some pigeons, blown to the south county from San 
Francisco’s Union Square during a storm. 

—A rooster found in a depository cage, left by persons 
unknown. He thinks he owns the place. ; 

—Rats, white ones, brought home from school by chil- 
dren who thought they’d like to raise them, but who were 
brought to the animal shelter after they started raising 
families and after the “rat raiser’s” parents got disenchanted 
with the whole thing. 

Supervising this establishment is Al Woyak, an animal 
lover himself. 

Dogs, says Woyak, are becoming more numerous in 
the county, apparently in ratio to the human population. 

Also, he says, dogs are more frequently found in low- 
cost residential areas where there are lots of children. 

“At least,” he observes, “we're selling more licenses in 
these areas. Maybe it’s a matter of education. People want 
their pets protected.” 

Stray dogs are picked up by patrolling SPCA workers, 
or workers who have been called by residents who are 
frightened or annoyed. 

The SPCA workers bring the animals to the shelter and, 
if the animals are licensed, they call the owner. Usually, 
the animal is “bailed out.” 

Cats are usually found in the cages provided at the 
animal shelter for pets no longer wanted. 

The cat collection usually includes lots of kittens, plus 
an assortment of other cats, including beat-up toms who 
sing too loudly and who appear to have had their day. 

“We don’t get too many really exotic animals any 
more,” says Woyak. “Most of these go to the main county 
shelter in San Mateo.” 

Monkeys, a baby elephant, and various other animals 
from the tropics have been kept there, after landing at San 
Francisco International airport, for their compulsory quar- 
antine period, Woyak reports. 

But there are always: 

—Stray dogs. 

—Homeless cats. 

—Pigeons blown off course 

-And animals who think they own everything they 
survey, like the rooster.

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In the Garden: A Favorite Foursome for Shade Among Deciducus Trees

uous or evergreen, can be 
classed as a shade tree, the de- 
ciduous varieties have one ad- 
vantage worth noting. In sum- 
‘mer when we want their shade, 
there it is. In winter, when we 
can get along without shade, 
the deciduous tree obliges us 
by dropping its leaves and let- 
ting the sun flow through. 

This is not to detract from 
the wonderful evergreens such 
as our evergreen oaks and the 
stately magnolia, which are al- 
so widely planted for shade. 
Where they don’t block wanted 
light and sun in winter, there 
are no more beautiful than 
these. 

Most of you need no re- 
minder that the best time to 
plant deciduous trees is now 
during their leafless, bareroot 
season. When it comes to 
choosing the right tree from 
the many available, however, 
most gardners confess a lack 
of knowledge. But if you want 
a starter here’s a favorite four- 
some for California. 

First on our list is the ging- 
ko, or maidenhair tree, which 
in grace and beauty has few 
rivals in the tree world. An 
awkward tree in its youth, the 
gingko’s irregular growth hab- 
its become an asset as the tree 
grows up, its branches spread- 
ing artistically from the gray- 
ish trunk. The common name 
derives from a resemblance in 
shape between the gingko’s 
leaves and those of the maiden- 
hair fern. A gingko leaf is 
much the larger in this com- 
parison, obviously. 

If the gingko is a beautiful 
tree in summer, it becomes 
even more so in the fall as the 
leaves will turn to vivid shades 
of yellow even in coastal areas 
where good fall foilage is not 
too common. This alone makes 
the tree worth planting. You 
can grow it in reasonably small 
gardens too, beside a patio for 
better outdoor living in sum- 
mer, alongside a drive and 
nearer to the house than many 
trees permit. The gingko’s 
roots are seldom a trouble for 
foundations and walks. 

Ask also about the new var- 
iety, “autumn gold” gingko. 
This is selected and grafted 
male strain, preferred over the 
female tree because it does 
not produce fruit. 

The second tree on our list 
of four is the tulip tree, a tree 
of towering stature, yet not 
one to overpower an urban 
garden. Its upright symmetry 
is as appealing it its way as the 
unsymmetrical habit of the 
gingko is in its way. The fol- 
iage of a tulip tree is light 
green, changing to yellow in 
fall as nights turn colder. This 
yellowing is more pronounced 
inland than on the coast, so 
don’t look for too much of it 
if you live where the ocean’s 
tempering influence is felt. 

A striking feature of the tu- 
lip tree is its brief flowering 
period in spring. The cup- 
shaped flowers somewhat re- 
semple a magnolia blossom, ex- 
cept the coloring is chartreuse 
with shadings of orange. Al- 
together a satisfactory tree.
